He foretold the rise and ruin of four successive 
mouarchies,—the Assyrio-Chaldean, the Medo-Per- 
sian, the Greco-Macedonian and the Oceidental or 
Roman. Each of these was rapidly sketched, open- 
ing a roll of ages charged with sins of men and divine 
mercies. Rightly to read their history is to read the 
fulfilment of prophecy, which is a worthy employ- 
ment for intelligent piety. ‘The Roman empire was 
eloquently set forth as a non-descript, unique and 
terrible. But through that great morass of ages, the 
causeway of learning is to be seen,—its path still 
tending toward the West. 

Dr. C. then enlarged on the predictions which he 
considered as referring to the rise and duration of 
the papal power, He justified his course, by saying 
that though God did not give the prophecies to make 
men prophets, he did design to make men under- 
stand what they are to expect inthe future. He held 
that the decreed time for the duration of the papacy, 
was twelve centuries and three-fifths.

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Two new churches have been formed. The 
number of members in the 11 churches is 242, 
of whom 35 were admitted last year. Religious 
services are held regularly in 58 villages, be- 
sides the mission stations. Nearly 5,000 per- 
sons are assembled for hearing the preached 
gospel from week to week. About one-third 
of these are adults. Much progress has been 
made in gathering what are called ‘‘village 
congregations.’’ Seventeen were added dur- 
ing the year, making 69 in all, The number 
of families thus associated is 699, and of indi- 
viduals 2.606. In these villages there are 59 
schools, containing 896 pupils,—the children, 
asthe Committee understand, of the familhes 
associated in the Christian congregations. To 
these add the pupils inthe free schools of the 
old system, and those in the seminary, in the 
boarding schgols, and in various select schools, 
and the whole number of pupils is about 2,300.

The mission has had more than the usual 
prosperity. The persecuting career of Mar 
Shimon, the Patriarch, has been singularly ar- 
rested by Providence. The native helpers have 
been greatly quickened and emboldened in 
preaching the gospel. The revival of religion, 
which gladdened the missionaries in the early 
part of the present year, is described in the 
Report, but the account of it cannot be abridg - 
ed for this brief summary. The two semina- 
ries, asin the revival of 1846, were remarkably 
affected. It was felt in De Gala, in Charbash, 
in Ardeshai, in Vazerowa, and other villages 
where large congregations listened solemnly to 
the preaching of the gospel. Neither the Pa- 
triarch nor his supporters dared openly to op 
pose a work, which so decidedly received the! 
approval of the great body of the priests and 
people His brother, a strong-minded man, 
was among the hopeful converte; as was also 
Maiek Aga Beg, the most influential layman 
among the Nestorians, and Mar Yohannan, the 
bishop who, some years since, visited the Uni- 
ted States.

For this refusal, the op- 
position papers blamed the Secretary. ‘This led to 
the production of certificates of the Passport clerks 
in the Department, to the effect tgat passports had 
never been given in such cases, and to the publica- 
tion of a correspondence, which shows that a refusal 
in a similar instance bad occurred under Mr, Van 
Buren’s administration. So it seems that the account 
is balanced as between the political parties. And 
yet it strikes us that the practice of both parties is 
wrong. The ground on which passports have been 
refused is, that a passport declares that the person 
named in it isa citizen of the United States; and 
that negroes are not citizens—that is, that in all the 
States they labour under some disabilities. Yet as 
there is no law which hinders the giving of passports | 
to such persons, and none which prescribes the form | 
in which passports shall be written, it would be an | 
easy matter to give one ina form which would con- 
form to the facts and answer all the purposes. If the 
blacks labour under civil disabilities, there is no rea- 
son why the officers of government should aggravate 
their burdens unnecessarily.

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Letter from the Choctaw Mission.

Rev. ano Dear Sin:—Your letter of June 
22nd, 1848, was duly received, and has been 
the subject of our prayerful deliberations. We \ 
reciprocate the feelings of kindness and confi- 
dence expressed in your letter, and shall eve 
retain a grateful remembrance of your visit 
among us. , 

When we first entered on our missionary la- 
bours, we were young and inexperienced, 
There were no examples of schools or churches 
among the South Western Indians, save those 
of the Moravian brethren at Spring Place. The 
counsel and example of the devoted Gambold, 
were instructive and encouraging. ‘The visit 
of the beloved Mr. Cornelius at Brainerd, when 
one of our number was there, and when our 
first mission church was organized, was timely 
and welcome. The visit of the venerable Dr 
Worcester at Mayhew, in the Spring of Is2t, 
was very refreshing While he was with us, 
the Mayhew Church was formed, and there he 
offered the consecrating prayer at the commu- 
nion table, and administered the bread to the 
communicants, ‘This was the last time he 
assisted in public worship on earth.”” It is to 
us cause of devout gratitude that we were fa- 
voured with the counsels and prayers of these 
beloved men, while laying the corner stones of 
the first Indian churches. 

We came to the Choctaws to labour for their 
conversion, and to make our graves with them;
